REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Applicant's response filed February 20, 2008 has overcome all previous 

objections and rejections. Also, the examiner notes all previous double patenting 
rejections are withdrawn. The prior art fails to teach an aminostyrylnaphthalene 
specifically substituted, especially at the R f position of instant Formula [A], as required 
by the claims. Accordingly, claims 1-9 and 27-32 are allowed.
